N EW YO RK —(N E A )—Dull is the one question that Rico 
Carty receives from sportswriter after sportswriter in town 
after town following hit after hit. “ Everywhere I go,” said 
Rico Carty, feeling quite contrary, “ they always ask: Can 
you hit .400?’ ” 
To lull Rico Carty, the Atlanta Braves’ hot hitter and the 
National League’s leading batter, into a long yawn was not 
the purpose of this reporter. So Carty was asked if he 
would like to interview himself. Just to keep himself 
awake. The native of the Dominican Republic agreed 
readily. 
“ ‘Hello, Rico, I ’m Rico. How are you?’ I ’d say first.” 
“ Fine.”

“ How you been doing?” 
“ Fine, thank you.” 
“ Rico, you been having a great season—no. I mean a 
good start. What do you, uh, why? How come?” 
“ Good health and I'm very grateful to almighty God who 
took me out of the tuberculosis I had in 1968 and missed 
the whole season and bring me back to good health todav.” 
“ What else?” 


“ A hitter has to be like a sportswriter. He cannot be 
bashful. In any job, be bold. When I pick up the bat in my 
hand, I ’m bold with it. I walk into every pitcher and I ’m 
not scared of any of them, no matter if his name is Seaver, 
Gibson, Marichal, Maloney, Dierker, Marichal—I said him, 
didn’t I? I ’m going into that home plate and I mean trou­ 
ble.” 


“ Who is the best hitter in baseball. Rico?” 


“ Rico Carty. No, I ’m lying. Hank Aaron is. Ask any­ 
body. Well, maybe the time will tell. I can be a base hit­ 
ter, but not a long-ball hitter like he is.” 


“ Do you feel pressure when you been hitting so good?” 
“ I don’t build up pressure in me. But the sportswriters 
do by always asking if you can hit 400. It bugs you, and 
sometimes I think some of them do it willfully.” 
“ How good will you hit this season?” 
“ With luck and God’s help, I will maybe hit .300. That I 
will do—even if I have to bunt. The onliest time I not hit 
300 was when I hurt my shoulder and it came out of place. 
But the most I ever hit in one season was 366 At Yakima 
in Class B ball.” 
Carty hesitated now. he was running out of gas. He 
received a prompting.

“refugee” industry worth a million 
dollars has grown up in Santa 
Barbara County, Carpenteria. to be 
more specific, in the last three 
years. .Refugee from smog and 
taxes, tJtet is. 
The industry 
is growing car­ 
nations and it i§ estimated that its 
annual FOB product value will be a 
million dollars by 1971. 
Seventeen carnation growers have 
located in and around Carpenteria. 
Most 
came 
from 
Los 
Angeles 
seeking cheaper land and cleaner air. 
Seven of the 
growers are from 
Holland. 
Although 
sm og 
is 
not 
a 
problem there, land 
is extremely scarce 
and 
governm ent 
r e str ic tio n s 
are 
V* J * ' , 
burdensom e, 
ac- 
cording 
to 
the 
Dutch growers. 
Probably 
the 
largest 
single 
carnation range is operated by the 
Satow 
brothers - 
Kumo. 
Hideo, 
Henry. Tom. Tadao and Fumio. 
Other local carnation growers of 
Japanese ancestry are Ken Mizota, 
Mikio Hatanda. George Saito and 
Tom Endo 
The Satow brothers have six 
greenhouses already up and plan to 
build six more this year. In all. the 
houses will cover 200.000 square 
feet, or five acres. Halt of this space 
will be occupied by blooms 
Jack Bivans. h arm advisor from 
Santa Barbara, played a key role in 
helping 
the 
Satow 
brothers 
overcome a problem that might 
have wiped them out before they 
even got started Bivins suspected 
their soil might contain residues of 
weed killer chemicals used when it 
was a 
lemon orchard. 
He 
ran 
experiments to see how carnations 
would grow the soil Sure enough, 
the test plants withered away The 
“cure 
he recommened was to add 
large 
quantities 
of 
activated 
charcoal. Applied to the orchard 
land, the charcoal soaked up the 
weed killer residue After that, the 
Satows could plant without tear of 
losing a crop 


Bivins also assisted the Dutch 
growers in setting up planting-har­ 
vesting schedules, since they knew 
little about California growing con­ 
ditions. 
The carnation industry in Carpen­ 
teria looks forward to 10 to 15 years 
of prodcution before they run into 
the kind of problems they left behind 
- smog and high taxes. And who 
knows ’ By 1985, maybe the smog 
problem will be licked.

assistant secretary of agriculture 
who 
supervises 
USDA’s 
food 
protection 
program s, 
Brenner 
wrote: 
Lvng said that where health 
or safety is concerned the level of 
quality assurance to protect the 
consumer against sickness, or even 
possible death, must be as high as 
possible. 
“ But... ” and this 
s h o u l d 
be 
emphasized. 
“ But where there 
is less serious’ risk

demand for such information. He 
said the value of services, such as 
percentage labeling, package dating 
and unit pricing should be weighted 
against their costs.

of 
expanding the government’s role,” 
Brenner quoted Lyng. 


W e must have heavy government 
involvement in high-risk areas of 
health or safety. But perhaps we can 
have less expensive governmental 
action 
in 
areas 
where 
modest 
economic loss is the issue.” 
It seem s to me the matter of 
marking all labels with the maior 
ingredients is an important - not an 
unumportant item. 


Already in our small family we 
have encounted health problems 
that made it necessary for us to 
check the labels of specific item s 
before giving them to our children. 
Usually 
the 
ingredients are not 
listed so we dare not use that 
particular item. 
It seem s to me that the major cost 
of such a project would fall on 
industry, 
not 
the 
government. 
Industry would have to analyze its 
product and print the labels, not the 
government. 


And. it seem s to me the major 
coats would be initially and not 
continuing, consquently there should 
be no increase in consumer prices. 
Continual costs wrould come from 
occasonal 
analysis, 
whch 
we 
certainly hope is being carried out 
now. 
Brenner quoted Lyng: “ ...where 
processed foods are involved, tax 
dollars might be saved by shifting to 
increased 
reliance 
on 
industry 
quality control system s backed up 
by federal testing of a scientific 
sample of products.” 
That’s the way it should have been 
from the beginning

SAUNDERSTOWN R.I., - In this 
the sm allest state in the union, 
where

entirely supplanted the Yankees, 
July 4th was observed with a special 
fervor. The Italian - Americans, in 
the

feel

compulsion 
to 
testify 
to 
their 
patriotism. 
This owes som e­ 
thing to heightened 
sensitivity over the 
allegation that Itali­ 
an names are un­ 
duly conspicuous in 
the crim e statistics, 
with the Mafia and 
its Sicilian origins 
constantly 
in 
the 
news. 
A 
national 
organization 
was 
formed with Frank Sinatra in the 
lead 
to combat 
what 
Italian 
- 
A m e r i c a n s 
c o n s i d e r 
r a n k 
defamation. In New York City, they 
held 
a 
big 
rally, 
with 
Joseph 
Colombo as a prominent speaker. 
The day following the rally he was 
arrested for refusing to answer 
questions about organized crim e 
before a Long Island grand jury, 
even though he and others had been 
granted immunity. 
But the fervor of the patriotic 
response is more than an ethnic 
phenomenon. There is somethmg 
like an inverse ratio between the 
rise 
of 
the 
troubles 
afflicting 
A m e r i c a , 
t he 
d o u b t s 
and 
uncertainties, and the increasingly 
strident insistence that all must be 
well. Patriotism, the decal flag, 
becomes a defensive mechanism, a 
chip on the shoulder, on the lowest 
level a commodity to be exploited. 
That bumper sticker, “ America — 
Love It or Leave It,” has an odd 
sound in Rhode Island, or at least it 
does if anyone recalls the past of 
what was once called providence 
plantations. Roger Williams, who 
founded Rhode Island, was a great 
one to take leave when he felt the 
standards by which he loved it were 
betrayed. He is in many ways a 
unique figure among the founders of 
America. 
For reasons of conscience and his 
religious 
convictions, 
Williams 
decided to emigrate from England 
in 1630. In Boston, and later in 
Plymouth, he was a pastor and 
teacher of religion. Soon, however, 
his own views were in conflict with 
the authoritarian overlords of the 
M assachusetts Bay Colony. 
This rebel dared to say that the 
civil 
power of a 
state had no 
jurisdiction over the consciences of 
men. Even more heretical was his 
stand that the patent of the king 
gave the colonists no right to 
the 
land they occupied. The land, he 
insisted, rightfully belonged to the 
Indians, who should be paid for it. 
When he refused to recant, he was 
tried by the M assachusetts general 
court, and a sentence of banishment 
was passed on him. An attempt was 
made to seize him and transport him 
to England. 
Williams fled to Manton’s Neck, 
and there with four companions he 
founded the settlem ent he called 
Providence. He established friendly 
relations with 
the Indians, whose 
language he had learned, and he 
bought the land for settlem ent from 
them. 
The concept of the colony was 
com plete religious toleration, “a 
shelter for persons distressed for 
conscience. 
While he helped to 
found what is considered the First 
Baptist 
Church 
in 
America, 
he 
becam e known as “The Seeker,” 
with no formal religious ties. 
In this gentle yet courageous man 
there was none of the blind patriot, 
the love it or leave it. He put his own 
consicence above both custom and 
law. This has been written large in 
the rec ord of the action ever since. 


England lost thousands of men 
and women of conscience who found 
repression intolerable in the 17th and 
18th centuries. Among them were 
the creative minds, the brains, the 
inspirers, the planners and the 
doers who set the colonies on a 
course of greatness. They were 
undoubtedly a loss to the mother 
country, which bungled its way into 
a colonial war and the sacrifice 
eventually of all North America. 
The patriot who puts on blinders 
and a gag does his country small 
service. Over the years men of 
conscience with courage enough to 
speak out for unpopular causes, and 
against the dictum of the popular 
will when they felt it was wrong, 
have 
helped 
America 
grow 
in 
strength. 
They were the abolitionists who 


often risked life and limb for their 
belief . They were men such as Gov. 
John P . Altgeld of Illinois, who freed 
the haymarket rioters when he was 
convinced that their sentence of life 
imprisonment had come unfairly 
from a prejudiced jury. Denounced 
and denied re-election, he has been 
given justice by the verdict of 
history. 
In this century, the emigrants fled 
the oppression and the narrow mold 
of poverty in Russia, Germany, 
Italy. 
They 
brought 
brains, 
ingenuity, inventiveness. To enforce 
patriotism by repression is to risk 
the loss of those who are the yeast of 
a society. Society; the leaven m the 
lump of smug self-satisfaction, blind 
complacency.

Nixon inner circle 


WASHINGTON (NEAi 
One thing is clear from President 
Nixon’s recent cabinet reshuffling. 
He 
is 
gradually 
putting 
top 
administrators in top cabinet posts 
and shif ting poor administrators. 
He is putting men whose thinking 
he finds stimulating in White House 
posts. 
The system which 
seem s 
to 
be 
de­ 
veloping is rather 
like the Army’s dual 
^ 
^ 
system —a general 
staff, composed of 
planners and think- 
ers, and field com ­ 
mands composed of 
A 
men who admin is- 
ter and operate. 
To 
som e extent, of course, all 
Dresidents operate in this fashion. 
The point is that Nixon, perhaps 
to a greater extent than most recent 
presidents, 
is in the process of 
upgrading the influence of the White 
House staff and more distinctly 
separating the planning functions 
from the field operations. 
At the beginning, Nixon’s own 
staff was rather a hodge-podge of 
attitudes and aims. 
But the President is gradually 
bringing into the White House a 
group 
with 
whom 
he 
fe e ls 
comfortable. These are men and 
w om en 
w hose 
judgment 
he 
respects, whether he agrees with 
their ideas or not. They are, by 
large, 
pragmatic 
types 
whose 
methods of arriving at decisions are 
methods Nixon understands. 
Over the past year, Nixon has 
been eliminating from the staff a 
number of quite brilliant men with 
whom he does not feel comfortable. 
For good or bad, Nixon finds some 
of these m en’s thinking processes 
and general approach to problems 
somewhat abrasive or emotional. 
This White House shifting, it can 
be said with authority, is not yet 
completed. 
At the sam e time, it has been 
clear for some months that in his 
original choices. Nixon did not in 
e v e r y 
c a s e 
pick 
the 
best 
adm inistrators 
as 
departm ent 
heads. 
As a result, some major agencies 
have been operating rather poorly. 
Other departments, such as State, 
have 
been 
saved 
only 
by 
the 
efficiency of the No 2 and No. 3 
men 
At the State Department, it has 
been Elliot L. Richardson and U. 
Alexis Johnson 
At 
the 
Defense 
Department, 
Deputy Secretary David Packard 
has 
taken 
over 
much 
of 
the 
adm inistrative and operating load 
In great measure, of course, this is 


expected 
of the No. 2 man 
But 
Packard 
has 
unusually 
great 
responsibilities. (However! Defense 
Secretary Clark Clifford, who was a 
planner, not an administrator, and 
in the job tor only a short period, did 
give very great authority to his 
deputy, Paul Nitze, who had years of 
experience in the Pentagon, i 


The 
Departm ent 
of 
Heath. 
Education and Welfare has not been 
running 
well. 
Secretary 
Robert 
Finch is out and Elliot Richardson 
from State is in. Finch is moving to 
a more compatible post in Nixon’s 
inner circle. 


There is some evidence that the 
No. 2 man at the Department ot 
Labor is a topflight administrator. 
But Secretary George Shultz has 
that type of nondictrinaire approach 
Nixon likes to have close at hand in 


the W hite House. So Shultz is shifted 
and 
Undersecretary 
James 
I) 
Hodgson will succeed him. 


Both Shultz and I* inch are moving 
to more powerful positions because 
they are men whose ideas, loyalty 
and tenacity the President respects
